Andover teachers Spent last 
week’s release time Curriculum 
Day with their superintendent, dis- 
cussing goals and procedures for 
their year-long-project - estab- 
lishment of a kindergarten- 
through-graduation (K-G) curricu- 
lum in each subject area. : 

Superintendent Dr, Kenneth R. 
Seifert had high praise for the 
cae and enthusiasm of his 


“At this point of the year, many 
of these teachers have had, added 
to their regular teaching, a heavy 
load of parent-teacher  con- 
ferences, responsibilitiesin 
school budget preparation, the 
time demands of contract negotia- 
tions and the C hristmas season in 
general, Yet they went into this 
with the kind of participation and 
cooperation that was very grati- 


The Curriculum Days spread 
through. the year will have 
two stated goals: for the elemen- 
tary junior and senior level teach- 
efs of each subject area (e.g. 
language arts, phys ed) to get to 
know one another and share ideas, 
and then establish what is to be 
accomplished from kindergarten to 
graduation in each subject area. 

Movement toward the first goal 
has already begun, according to 
Seifert. In the webk that has elapsed 
since the first Curriculum Day, 
some of the high schoo! teachers 
have already visited elementary 
schools for first hand acquaint- 
ance with their subject at the early 
levels, and to share ideas with 
the teachers dealing with it. This 
shaping of ideas is judged abso- 
lutely necessary to attainment of 
the second goal - retooling the 
educational program to assure a 
smooth K-G curriculum in each 
subject area. 

In the nine remaining Curricu- 
lum Days, teachers in each sub- 
ject area will establish the goals, 
concepts, principles and skills - 
in other words, what will be taught 
- and then locate the age-level, 
between kindergarten and gradua- 
tion, at which they should be taught. 

The next step will be to diagnose 
the children at each age-level, to 
see what skills they actually have 
mastered. This will tell the read-. 
ing teachers, for example, how 
many of the eleven year olds 
actually have mastered the skills 
the reading staff expect of eleven- 
year-olds. Diagnosis will show 
that most of the children have the

Feasibility of further renovation 
of the present town hall would be 
interesting, since it now houses 
computers and a number of other 


‘types of sophisticated machinery 


needed to meet the modern day 
needs in a building constructed 


to be in the parking loi adjacent 
to the Centra! fire station, which 
the town owns.

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Flax Processing Exhibit At Museum 


“Flax-processing in the Eight- 
eenth Century: Italy, Ireland and 
North America Compared” is the 
title of the current exhibit in Gal- 
lery Ill at the Merrimack Valley 
Textile Museum, North Andover. 
The exhibit will be open daily from 
1 to 5 p.m. between Jan. 3 and 
May 31, 1970. 

The exhibit was organized by 
Museum Director Thomas Ww. 
Leavitt. Robert Hauser, conser- 
vator, designed the gallery en- 
vironment and supervised the 
installation of materials. Contents 
of the exhibit were drawn from 
the collections in the Museum. 
Included are farm tools and other 
equipment made in New England; 
excerpts from an early book pub- 
lished in the American Colonies; 
copies of twelve engravings printed 
in Italy; a set of aquatint engrav- 
ings made in Great Britain, and 
samples of the flax plant at various 


stages in processing. 


Admission to the exhibit is free. 

Flax- spinning inAmericaistra- 
ditionally thought to have received 
its greatest impulse from a band 
of immigrants from Northern Ire- 
land who settled in Londonderry, 
N. H, in 1719, It was these people, 
according to one American his- 
torian, who ‘introduced a better 
knowledge of the cultivation and 
manufacture of flax and the linen 
or foot wheel for spinning flax.’’ 

Other members of the same 
group settled in Boston, where the 
*“‘new-fashion spinning wheel” was 
soon advertised and where what 
observers labeled ‘‘the spinning 
craze’’ was to occur, like epide- 
mics, several times during the 
eighteenth century. Special build- 
ings for spinning schools were 
erected and occasionally Boston 
Common was taken over by crowds 
of ‘‘young ladies’’ and their teach- 


ers for whom the sound of flax 
rubbing on the spindle was the 
sweetest music in the land.

Turkeys With A Problem 


Sooner or later we all get wise 
to the fact that fancy wrappings 
don’t always mean that they con- 
tain the most wholesome food. 
But somehow it never occurred 
to me that a Christmas turkey’s 
wrappings might make one wonder 
about the quality of the meat - and 
I don’t mean the vacuum- sealed 
plastic on the outside but rather 
the holiday tom’s very own skin. 
The news from the U, S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture about some 
Arkansas turkey ranges has 
changed my view. 

It seems that turkeys fattening 
for market are bothered by mites 
or chiggers. Like most ofus, when 
they are nipped and bitten, turkeys 
scratch, This means that when the 
turkeys are plucked they carry ugly 
scars on their skins for all to see. 
It tends to upset the poultry grow- 
ers who want to sell only smooth- 
skinned birds. 

To solve turkey blemish pro- 
blems, some poultry farmers have 
apparently treated their turkey 
range-land with heptachlor, one 
of the chlorinated 4aydrocarbon 
pesticides. In early October some 
90,000 flawless, smooth turkeys at 
a Minnesota processing plant were 
found to contain ‘‘varying 
amounts’’, reportedly up to five 
parts per million, of heptachlor 
residue, and 150,000 live turkeys 
and four million pounds of turkey 
meat were yanked off the market 
by the U.S.D.A 

Officials declined to admit that

the sprayed fields and the contami- 
nated turkeys have any definite 
connection, but they did say they 
had traced all of the contaminated 
birds, and that none of the hep- 
tachlorlaced birds have reached 
the retail market. Let’s hope so. 
There is no tolerable level of 
heptachlor allowed in meat and 
poultry by Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration regulations. 

Perhaps we could all remind 
government officials when we write 
to thank them for the curtallmeat 
of DDT that they seem to have 
slighted the other persistent 
pesticides. I know that I certainly 
intend to let the Department of 
Agriculture know that I’d rather 
serve my family a turkey with a 
few nicks and scratches onits skin 
than one seasoned with a dose of 
heptachlor,

Mrs. Cole ‘spelled out the 
‘grandfather clauses’ which give 
eligible teachers up to 18 hours 
credit for previous courses ta«su, 
and she emphasized that the new 
inservice courses would be an 
addition to, not a complete re- 
placement for, courses taken at 
colleges, 

Teachers matriculating for 
higher degrees will still be taking 
college courses, as will other 
teachers for specific purposes ap- 
proved by the administration. She 
explained that what the new in- 
service courses are designed to 
replace are ‘‘random college 
courses’”’ taken to fulfill contract 
requiremei‘s, but which may have 
little o> no benefit to either the 
teacher or the system. 

The schoo} budget has been under 
staff formulation, testing, and 
justification according to Superin- 
tendent Seifert. He more or less 
intimated to the Schoo!

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Obtaining Fill 


Selectman Sidney P. White last week asked the town 
manager to look into the possibility of the town acquiring 
an area in town for providing gravel for the town. 

The thought, indeed, is a good one, for not only in An- 
dover, but in all communities, land, gravel, etc. is vanish- 
ing rapidly. 

White-felt the need is more than imminent, since An- 
dover’s land is rapidly being consumed by developments. 

The town manager has been asked to confer with the 
building inspector, Arthur Peatman, and see if some areas 
are available to provide for the town’s future needs. 

It may sound like a futile cry, to be asking for attention 
to the town’s needs for a ‘‘gravel pit.’’ 

Far from it, since the town is committed, as of now, to 
sanitary land fill operation for refuse disposal. 

To properly operate the disposal site requires consider- 
able tonnage of fill, which one can easily see, is rapidly 
dis appearing from the Andover scene. 

Andover has done much in:the area of conservation in 
recent years, expending considerable funds to preserve 
open land for the town. 

It has not considered the cost of providing proper fill 
for the community’s needs, such as the needs of the dis- 
posal site and other areas of the town. 

The possibility of finding a gravel pit, much needed, to 
meet the town’s needs, we think, is something to prove 
only beneficial to the town. 

The land around us is vanishing so quickly, that atten- 
tion, now, is most imperative. 


Town Hall 


An examination of Andover’s town hall has been called 
for, and itis well worth while. 

The building has been threatened with renovation and 
removal several times within the past several years, 

A determination by local officials as to its future, is 
indeed, required. 

Money has been appropriated in past years for a new 
building. There has been discussion of replacing the pre- 
sent structure with a new building once the public safety 
center is completed. 

There has been discussion about renovating the present 
building to meet present day needs, once the police 
station is moved to its new location. 

A thorough examination of the status of the center of 
the town’s business is assuredly needed. 

The cost of construction, municipal or otherwise, has 
skyrocketed in recent years. 

Should Andover build a new town hall? 

Who knows, at this point! 

The ancient building is now accommodating computers, 
and heavy machinery not even invented when its founda- 
tions were set many years ago. 

Can it continue to meet the demands of modern 
machinery and the expanding needs of the town? 

Can the present structure be renovated, or is a new 
building needed? 

How well can the taxpayers absorb added building costs 
in the face of an imminent need of new school construc- 
tion? 

These are among the questions municipal officials must 
face. 
The selectmen have been asked to consider the matter. 
Over a half-million dollars was appropriated a few 
years ago, for a new town hall. Some of it has probably 
been used for renovations to the present building. 

The remainder, assuredly, would not. be sufficient to 

produce a new structure.

Horse Owners 
Disturbed 


Over New Law 


‘A meeting of 43 disturbed 
horse owners met Monday night 
in the Bay State Merchants Na- 
tioaal bank building meeting room 
and have requested the Board of 
Health to suspend proposed stab- 
ling regulations. 

New regulations have been 
adopted by the board and are 
scheduled to zo into effect Jan. 
1 


Selectmiun Sidney P, White called 
the meeting, not as a towno*fic ial, 
however. White expressed concern 
as a ‘‘horse owner and having in- 
terest in 4H horse clubs for young 
people.,”’ 

Members of the Board of Health 
were invited to attend, but none 
appeared at the meeting. 

White estimated that 95 percent 
of the horse owners in town would 
have to go to considerable expense 
or dispose of their animals under 
the new regulations. 

Basically the new regulations 
made certain sanitary conditions 
mandatory and would require 
changeover in stables. There are 
also fee regulations in the new 
bylaw. 

At the meeting Monday night, 
those attending asked the board of 
health to hold off on the regula- 
tions until such time as a state 
study is compieted. The group, 
White said, is of the understand- 
ing that the Commonwealthis about 
to set up a commission to create 
rules and regulations covering all 
types of animals. 

White said the group planned to 
meet again soon, if the Board of 
Health ignores the request. 

The letter forwarded to the 
Board of Health reads: 

Gentlemen: 

‘“‘At a meeting held December 
15, 1969, in the Bay State Mer- 
chants’. National Bank building, 43 
horse owners of the Town of An- 
dover voted unanimously respeci- 
fully to vequest that the Board of 
Health suspend the proposed stab- 
ling regulations until such time as 
the Department of Public Health 
of the Commonwealth of Massach- 
usetts drafts and approves sta‘e- 
wide regulations pertaining to the 
keeping of horses and other an’‘- 
mals. 

‘It is understood that the Com-. 
monwealth is about to set up a 
Commission to create rules and 
regulations covering all types of 
animals from a health standpoint 
throughout the entire state. This 
we feel will supercede the presant- 
ly proposed local regulations.’’

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Historic Painting Obtained

ON DISPLAY. The historic painting by Raphael, noted Italian 


artist, has been obtained and is now on display at the Museum 


of Fine Arts, 8oston. 


The purchase of a hitherto un- 
known painting by Raphael was an- 
nounced Monday by Perry T. Rath- 
bone, director of the Museum of 
Fine Arts in Boston, 

After three years of negotiation, 
the portrait of a young girl by the 
central painter of the Italian High 
Renaissance was acquired from 
an old European private collection 
where it had been traditionally 
ascribed to Raphael but never 
studied by an expert. Recently 
Dr. John Shearman of the Univer- 
sity of London’s Courtauld Insti- 
tute of Art, coasidered the greatest 
living authority on the artist, ex- 
amined the painting and pronounced 
it unquestionably a Raphae 1, 
painted about 1505 when the artist 
was 22 years old. Dr, Shearman 
flew to Boston from London to in- 
troduce the painting to the world 


press. 

Dr. Shearman believes that the 
painting may very likely be a por- 
trait of Eleonora Gonzaga, daugh- 
ter of Isaheilad’ Este aad fraaces- 
co Gonzaga, Duke of Mantua, aad 
painted on the occasion 9° her 
betrothal to Francesco Maria dalla 
Rovere, later Duke of Urbino, in 
the spring of 1505. 

The full-face, half-leagth por- 
trait (10 1/2 py 8 1/2 inches) 
is painted on wood panel and is 
apparently in its original carved 
gilt frame. 

Eleonora, if it is she, was born 
in 1493 and appears here at the 
age of twelve or thirteen. She 
wears a typical court dress of the 
time. a coral and pearl necklace 
and two gold zhains aad a delicate 
gold headdress, Her dressis deep 


red, maroon and blue with gold 


embroidery on the sleeves, Dr. 
Shearman notes the similarity of 
the entire costume to ones worn 
by Isabella d’Este. On the back 
of the panel is painted an abstra>t 
aradesque pattern, Dr. Shearman 
notes the same pattern on the al- 
tarcloth in Raphael’s famous 
fresco The Dispute in the Vati- 
can, which was commissioned by 
Raphael’s great patron Pope Julius 
II, a member of the della Rovere 
family and uncle of Eleonora’s hus- 
band, 

Letters of the time reveal tha‘ 
both Julius 11 and mem»ers of the 
ducal family in Urbino requested 
portraits of Eleonora at the time 
of the betrothal. Eleonora’s 
mother wrote to Rome that she 
had only a black and white drawing 
to send since there was no painter 
at present in Mantua who could 
handle colors wetl, but she hoped 
to have a better picture soon. 
Raphael, already a celebrated 
painter, would have been the logi- 
cal choice for such a commission 
from the della Rovere family. He 
had been born in Urbino and 20th 
he and his father had worked Zor 
the court. He is known to have 
been in Urbino in the spring of 
1505 and presumably painted the 
portrait there, perhaps from a 
drawing sent from the gir!’s home 
in Mantua. 

At the time of her marriage, 
Eleonora Gonzaga was described 
as ‘‘a most beautiful child, as 
modest and gentle as possible, and 
already wise beyond her years.’’ 
The young girl in Raphael’s por- 
trait fits this description exactly. 
She is painted with great subtlety 
of expression, at once innocent and 
confident, and the portrait is filled 
with the serenegraceand harmony 
which are the mark of Raphael’s 
genius. The art historian Lomazzo, 
writing in 1590, might have had 
this portrait in mind when he 
wrote of Raphael: ‘‘He had the 
particular gift and facility to ex- 
press in a face beauty, refinement, 
charm and the poise becoming the

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Pay Scale Appears To Be 


Settled - Steps Uncertain 


The Andover teachers’ pay scale 
for the next academic year has 
been tentatively settled with the 
negotiators agreement last week 
on a salary schedule that will pay 
beginning teachers $7,290. 

The only exception to the teacher 
pay agreement is the still un- 
resolved gap of $100 between the 
school committee and the Andover 
Education Association negotiators 
on the 14 and 15th steps of the 
scales for teachers with master’s 
degrees and beyond. 

The bachelor’s degree scale 
ranges to $10,400 in 12 steps, with 
three additional longevity incre- 
ments for qualified teachers, to 
$10,600, $10,800 and $11,090, after 
the 12th step. 

Bachetor’s degree teachers also 
have a new salary scale to move 
to, which will give credit for the 
inservice training which the super- 
intendent’s office is planning for 
the Andover system next year. This 
Bachelor's Plus 30 Hours In- 
service Scale will range from 
$7,509 to $11,700 in 15 yearly 
steps, 

The master’s degree salary 
scale will begin at $7,990 and rise 
to $12,690 or $12,700 in 15 yearly 
steps. These teachers also can 
move to an added scale, a Master’s 
Plus 30 Hours Inservice Scale, 
which will pay from $8,400 to 
$13,000 or $13,200.’ 

“‘Grandfather clauses’’ give up 
to 18 hours credit toward the new 
inservice salary tracks for pre- 


_Vi ous courses taken. 


College courses will continue 
to be credited for persons matri- 
culating for higher degrees, for 
those meeting the demands of 
teaching new or changed courses, 
or to add depth in a field. 

Teachers who have either the 
master’s ‘degree plus 60 credit 
hours, or a specialist’s degree, 
will start at $8,900, with a top of 
$13,609 or $13,700. 

Doctoral candidates, (two An. 
dover teachers, currently) will be 
offered $10,000 to $15,000, at the 
Superintendent’s and school com-

ce pattern. Birds start a southward 

flight under clear conditions and 
then run into fog or rain which 
destroys visibility. The November 
weather pattern over most of New 
England created the disaster con- 
ditions which caused the most re- 
cent large kills. Birds were dis- 
couraged from migration by about 
ten consecutive days and nights of 
rain. The skies cleared one day and 
remained clear ‘well into the 
evening. Then clouds and rain 
moved into the coastal region. 
Ceilometers at airports - bright 
lights that are focusedonthe lower 
cloud levels to determine the 
heights of ceilings on rainy nights 
- used to be a major cause of 
deaths among migrating birds. 
Birds were attracted to them and 
after flying around them finally 
crashed against the earth. Inrecent 
years filters have been developed 
which change the intensity of the 
light, making it less attractive to

Solstice means, the Hayden 
Planetarium explains, a pausing 
of the sun. For several days, from 
Dec, 17 to Dec, 28, the sun appears 
to remain in the same Jow path 
across the sky, There are only nine 
hours, six minutes of daylight 
during this period. Then the sun 
begins to move northward again - 
causing the days to lengthen - until 
it reaches its high point onJune 21. 

In ancient times, there was no 
certainty that the sun would come 
back from its winter solstice posi- 
tion. Ceremonies - sacrifice, 
prayers, great fires - were deemed 
necessary to propitiate the solar 
power and influence its return. Al- 
though experience in celestial ob- 
servation finally routed the o!d 
fears, the winter solstice remained 
for centuries an impo-tant ocea- 
sion, one to mark with feasts and 
celebrations. 

It is only in the northern hemi- 
sphere that the December solstice 
ushers in winter. As a result of 
the tilt of the earth’s axis, sum- 
mer is now starting south of the 
equator.

DDT Ban 
Could Start 


Rumors 


With DDT on the skids, one 
can expect to hear some panic 
stories about the spread of malar- 
ia around the globe. 

These stories will behalf- 
truths. Unfortunately, the bitter 
half is true. The spreadof malaria 
is real. The idea that continued 
use of DDT might contro! spread 
of the disease is fiction. 

First, the Anopheles mos- 
quitoes, which spread thegerms of 
malaria, have developed re- 
sistance to DDT. The insecti- 
cide has been used intensively in 
southeast Asia and the mosquitoes 
there have evolved into aresistant 
form, just as they have in Cali- 
fornia aad Louisiaaa where we have 
reservoirs of Anopheles. The 
same abuse of DDT which we 
achieved through overuse of the 
insecticide for agriculture and hu- 
man comfort in the United States 
has destroyed its effectiveness 
as a public health tool there. 

Second, the protozoa (germs) 
which causes malaria and which 
is carried by Anopheles mos- 
quitoss has changed its nature. 
The new breed of malaria organ- 
ism ‘s resistant to all known drugs, 
including such classic malarial 
drugs as quinine and chloroquine. 

So it would appear that DDT 
has not provided the answer to 
malaria. Indeed, those whose pro- 
fits depend upon a continuation of 
DDT dusting arepeddlinz a false 
security that could lead to even 
greater problems with a deadiy 
afflictioa of mzakind 

A year ago, the aew stra’n of 
ma'‘aria supposedly had spread no 
farther east than Singapore. Since 
then, the new mslaria has been 
discovered in the Philippines and 
over muchof northern SouthA mer- 
ica. 

Malaria remains oneof the older 
scourges of man. The ancient 
Romans drained the Pontine 
marshes to check the disease. In 
China, malaria was being fought 
before Marco Polo.

New South 
School Head 
Due Jan. 15 


John Coyle 


A Beverly school principal will 
take over as head of South Schoo! 
on or before Jan. 15. 

Until John Coyle is freed to leave 
his principalship in Beverly, where 
he has been teacher and adminis- 
trator for 14 years, West Junior 
High Assistant Principal Richard 
Neal will carry on South’s admin- 
istrative duties. 

What brings John Coyle to An- 
dover? Educational challenge, he 
told the TOWNSMAN, Andover is 
one of those ‘‘lighthouse com- 
munities’’ which is beginning to 
break the ‘‘lock-step’’ and the 
traditional mo'd that puts the em-. 
phasis on grades per se. He 
hopes to help the South School 
staff in planning, and getting into 
motion, the educational prozram 
they have begun, aimed at being 
more effective to all of the child- 
ren,”’ 

Coyle taught in Beverly elemen-- 
tary schoo] from his 1954 grad- 
uation from Boston State until 
1960, toox his master’s in educa- 
tion at Salem State in 1960, anda 
certificate for advanced graduate 
study from Boston University in 
1966. 

He was principal of the Brown 
School in Beverly from 1962-1954, 
the McKay School from 1964-1966 
and the Washington School from 
1966 to the present. 

Coyle told the TOWNSMAN Wed- 


nesday that he intends to spend 
a lot of time at South Schoo! over 
Christmas vacation, and his 
Beverly superintendent has indi- 
cated that their special situation 
of having two quite small elemen- 
tary schools opens possibilities for 
combining them administratively, 
to free Coyle for his Andover op- 
portunity early in January, in less 
than the usual 30 days’ notice. 

The Coyle family, with four 
children, will remain in Beverly 
for the rest of the school year, 
but he and his wife, the former 
Carol Noonan of Malden, intend 
to move to this area Their 
children are Kathleen, 13, Paul, 11, 
Lisa, 6, and Jennifer, who will 
be one year old this month. Recre- 
ation interests are square dancing, 
golf, and tennis. 

Coyle has been active in Boy 
Scouting in Beverly for 14 years, 
with some Little League service 
as well. He said he appreciated 
the chance that scouting, in par- 
ticular, has given him to get to 
know children in all areas of Bev- 
erly, not just in his own schoo!. 

South’s new head described An- 
dover’s emergent  principal- 
selection process as ‘‘Different 
from any I’ve known - and I agree 
with it.”’ 

The principal was chosen from 
among an original group of 35 
candidates, who were effectively 
narrowed to the serious ones by 
the requirement that each submit 
a written estimate of how he would 
affect the position; each applicant 
was warned that this estimate 
would later serve as a tool in the 
evaluation of the performaice of 
the principa! chosen, 

Later, the superintendent and 
his assistant observed the inter- 
views of final candidates with the
